MARSHALL, Wis. — Some defi- 


nite association of nations of which 
America is a' part should grow out 
of the conference on limitation oi 
irmaments which is to be held in 
Washington if there is to be a per- 
manent curtailment of 
national 


armaments, Jajor E. A, Fitzpatrick, 
secretary of the state board of ed- 
ucation sard here today in an ad- 
dress to the American legion.

Major Fitzpatrick declared that "it

Seventy years ago this fall the 


Norwegian Lutheran 
congregation 


of Sun Prairie was organized and 
on Oct. 22, 1890, tho present church 
was dedicated. 
An observance of 


these anniversaries was held 
t>y 


tho congregation Oct. 23. An in- 
teresting fa^ in connection 
with 


this church is that it 
has 
been 


served by father, son and grandson 
as ministers, the first minister be- 
ing Rev. H. A. 
1'rcus, the 
well 


known preacher of pioneer 
days, 


while among its later ministers was 
his son, Rev. C. K. Preus, whose 
son again, Rev. 0. J. H. Preus,of 
De Forest, is serving as its pres- 
ent pastor. _ 
"*Tho first service in that vicinity 
was held in August, 1851, conducted 
by Rev. H. A. Preus, who had re- 
cently come from Norway to serve 
his countrymen as 
minister. 
On 


Sept. 24, that year, the congrega- 
tion was organized and the consti- 
tution was signed by the following 
12 settlors: 
Thorkeld 
Gullekson, 


Gunder Olsen, Ole Olson, Jakob Nil- 
sen, Tarjei Tellefsen, Alf. Nelson, 
Neri Torgersen, Svend Chris tensen, 
Ole Gunderaen, Anund Larsen, Isak 
Jacobsen and Jakob Jakobsen. 
At 


the same time a call was issued to 
the two brothers, Revs. A. C. and 
H.A. Preus to serve as ministers, 
and Rev. H. A. Preus acter as such 
for a number of years. These min- 
isters then had wide circuits among 
the 
Norwegian settlements 
and 


services were 
only 
infrequently 


held. 
Having no church building, 


the congregation held such services 
in their own log cabins, in the open 
air or in school houses and other 
buildings.

But the side 
not so approved is not educational,

propagandizing. And propa- 


ganda is an evil god and .should be 
excluded from our midst.. •

absence of 


any definite statement by the pres- 
ident on what 
principle he does 


base refusals and permissions. 


The building of a Memorial Union 


so near to the interests of us all, 
makes this issue all the more im-

the advocates of preparedness, as 
Socialism is to the believer in the 
present economic system. 


Now it seems to me that we stu- 


dents are here not merely to study 
our mapped out courses. 
We have 


a right to hear

We can decide for our- 


selves whether they are radical or 
not and whether tu accept or re- 
ject the ideas presented.

mer Chinese minister 
to

States, and at present his country's rep- 


resentative at 
the court of St. James, 
has 


come to Washington as a delegate to plead for 


_, 
^ China's welfare. 


Dr. Koo is one of the few 


delegates to the Washington 
parley who saw service at 
the Versailles gathering and 
is one of the younger mem- 
bers of the conference, hav- 
ing been born in 1883. 


He knows America well, 


having been educated in this 
country. He got a degree of 
Ph. D. at Columbia Univer- 
sity in 1912 and has the de- 
gr,ees of A. B. and A. M. 
from the same institution. 


He began his education in the Anglo-Chinese 
college at Shanghai. 


Dr. Koo began his public career by being 


secretary to the president of China, Yuan Shin- 
kai, 
and was councillor of the Chinese foreign 


office, 1913-15. 
He was appointed minister to 


Mexico, later to the United States and was then 
transferred to the London post. 


He has served on many commissions in China, 


and among the younger Chinese there is none 
more imbued with the ambition to placs China 
in the road of progress. It was Dr. Koo who, 
as delegate to the Versailles conference, fought, 
for recognition of Chinese rights; it -was he who 
protested against the Shantung award, and it 
was largely through his influence that China 
refused to ratify the pact.

Under this contract the men received a definite 
v.age plus 2 per cent o£ money collected. This

varying from S-10 to ?60 a week. At the .expir- 
ation of tho contract approached, the companies 
proposed to cut the wage by $5 a week. To 
set this, the men demanded an increase of ?5, 
with two weeks vacation in the year. This was 
refused, and the men struck. 


Before the strike began, the companies con- 


ceded a continuance of the old wage, but the 
mpn vent out in spite of this. In view of the 
fairly good wages received, the present wide 
extent of unemployment, and the serious incon- 
venience to the city caused by a milk strike, 
public 
opinion 
turned strongly against the 


drivers. 
City officials 
attempted to mediate 


between ur.ion leaders and the Milk Conference 
Board, which is the central organ of the com- 
panies. Almost immediately the union yielded 
its demand for increased pay, and offered to go 
back on the old scale. The companies however 
took the opportunity to make a drive for the 
so-called "open shop" and declined absolutely to 
deal wtih the union or confer with union lead- 
ers, 
The strike has therefore become practi- 


cally a lock-out against the union, the only is- 
sue left being that of the right to organize. 


The claim that the strike was necsssary as 


an aggressive move to offset the threat of re; 
duced wages and the policy of wearing down 
and disintegrating the union. The companies 
claim that the union has been a disturbing fac- 
tor, that they want to run their ( 
in their own way, and that they will 
again employ the drivers except as individuals. 


Conflicting claims are made regarding the

MEXICO IX NO DANGER FROM BOLSHE- 


VISM, SAYS HEAD OF OBREGON'S 


CABINET 


T 


HAT Mexico is in no danger from Bolshe- 
vism, is the opinion of Gen. P. E. Callas, 
Mexican minister of government, and head 


of the Obregon cabinet, who is now in the Unit- 
ed States. 


"The charge of Bolshevism does not mean 


much in Mexico, because It 
is used as a term of political 
reproach, not as a real de- 
scription," 
said 
General 


Calles, interviewed in New 
York. "Men are called Bol- 
sheviks for enacting 
eight- 


hour day laws, minimum 
wage 
laws' and measures 


such 
as the requirement 


that industrials 
and land- 


o w n e r s 
.shall 
maintain 


schools 
for their employes 


and hospitals for 
the sick 


and injured and compensate 
injured workmen— all laws 
long established in other countries. 


"Bolshevism is used in Mexico as a phantom 


to scare fools. In all parts of the world, but 
especially in Latin countries, 
the 
capitalists 


have always made determined resistance to any 
concessions favoring the betterment of the 
working classes. In Mexico, the industrials and 
landowners have had what amounts to a sys- 
tem of slavery. We are seeking the liberation 
of the working classes from this state. We 
want their children to be educated. 


"We want them to have at least a small home 


of their own.

"Under the old system peons had to work 


twelve or fourteen hours a. day for meals which 
consisted of only a single tortilla. Their earn- 
ings averaged about 12% cents a day, Ameri- 
can money. We are doing away with the more 
inhuman features of this system." 


General Calles said that propaganda was un-
